In 1909 Edwin Grozier, the publisher of the Boston Post, distributed gold-headed black ebony 
canes to a select list of New England towns (Dublin was a recipient) as an advertising campaign. 
The cane was to be presented to the Town's oldest citizen. 


A September 1960 letter from Henry D. Allison to Joe Harrington of the Boston Sunday Globe 
(in response to holders of the Boston Post Cane), reveals that Mr. Grozier summered in Dublin in 
the early 1900s. Mr. Allison, as a real estate agent, had rented Mr. Grozier a house. 


The list above has been compiled from the Town's scant records on the subject. If anyone knows 
who received the cane before 1943 and during the 1970s, that information would be most 
appreciated.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN'S 2011 ANNUAL REPORT 


If history teaches us anything, it is that change is inevitable. For our town, in the last year, 
several of those changes were in the form of partings with some of our employees and 
welcoming new ones. Sadly, George Jantti of the Highway Department departed this life and is 
greatly missed. Bill Raymond, a fixture in town for many decades and Town Administrator for 
the last seven, chose to retire from that position. Long time Planning Board Secretary Bonnie 
Bartelt, who has filled several other roles in town as well, chose to relocate to sunnier climes. 
Our friendly Patrolman Link Logan lost his heart to a girl in Oklahoma and left to set his 
priorities where his heart is. These changes, along with others, have been hard to process, but as 
life goes on we have welcomed David Stone, Jr. back to the Highway Department after many 
years absence, Neil Sandford to several of the roles Bonnie filled, and Sherry Miller to the 
position of Town Administrator. By the time town meeting rolls around we will have another 
cheerful patrolman watching over our safety with the police department. Thanks to all who had 
to work extra hard because of these losses, to those who helped in the selection processes, and 
most notably to Judy Knapp and Nancy Campbell who performed administrative duties during 
the transition. 

There always seem to be special projects that absorb a fair amount of time and attention. This 
last year saw the finishing touches on the Pedestrian Safety project in the town center, the 
planning and engineering commenced for the Safe Routes to School crosswalk by the 
Consolidated School, and engineering of the replacement bridge for Charcoal Road. Planning is 

_ underway for the second phase of the Pedestrian Safety project in accordance with when the 
funds are to be released. 

With professional advice from the Local Government Center, the Selectboard updated and 
revised the Employee Personnel Manual and employee handbook to incorporate changes needed 
because of new Federal and State requirements. One objective for this year was to assess the 
town’s IT needs and ensure that they were addressed properly, so much time was spent 
interviewing IT providers to find the one best suited for the needs of the town. A selection was 
made which we feel will provide some desperately needed updates and added security. Physical 
security issues at town buildings were addressed as well, and changes needed are provided for in 
the budget for the new year. Another goal to review and update job descriptions and formalize 
department objectives is underway and will be continued in the year to come. 

The stress of the current economy has required a lot of attention to tax and property issues as 
well as increasing the complexity of administering welfare. There have been two lawsuits filed 
against the town, one of which has recently been resolved in the town’s favor in Merrimack 
Superior Court. All these have moved the board to seek the best and most pertinent counsel to 
respond in the best interests of the town. 

The Selectboard wishes to express their profound satisfaction with the way the Dublin 
Advocate is functioning and what they are contributing to the town. 

As always, we offer many, many thanks to the various departments, committees, clubs and 
individuals who contribute so much to the high quality of life we enjoy in Dublin. We also 
appeal for participation in these functions, because there is always a need for new members and 
fresh faces. Please consider volunteering to serve on a board or put your name on an election 
ballot. There are many opportunities for you to contribute to the welfare of our town.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR’S REPORT 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Dublin 
Dublin, New Hampshire 


We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the governmental activities, each major fund, and the 
aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Dublin, New Hampshire as of and for the year ended December 31, 
2010, which collectively comprise the Town’s basic financial statements as listed in the table of contents. These financial 
statements are the responsibility of the Town of Dublin’s management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these 
financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America. Those 
standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the 
amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and 
significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe 
that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 


As discussed in Note I.C.2 to the financial statements, management has not recorded the capital assets in governmental 
activities, and accordingly, has not recorded depreciation expense on those assets. Accounting principles generally 
accepted in the United States of America require that general capital assets, including infrastructure, be capitalized and 
depreciated, which would increase the assets, net assets, and expenses of the governmental activities. The amount by 
which this departure would affect the assets, net assets, and expenses of the governmental activities is not reasonably 
determinable. 


In our opinion, because of the effects of the matter discussed in the preceding paragraph, the financial statements referred 
to above do not present fairly, in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America, 
the financial position of the governmental activities of the Town of Dublin as of December 31, 2010, or the changes in 
financial position thereof for the year then ended. 


In addition, in our opinion, the financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective 
financial position of each major fund and the aggregate remaining fund information of the Town of Dublin, New Hampshire 
as of December 31, 2010, and the respective changes in financial position thereof for the year then ended in conformity 
with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 


In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated May 9, 2011, on our 
consideration of the Town of Dublin’s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with 
certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report is to 
describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, 
and not to provide an opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is an integral 
part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should be considered in assessing the 
results of our audit. 


The budgetary comparison information on page 23 is not a required part of the basic financial statements, but is 
supplementary information required by accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. We have 
applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management regarding the methods of 
measurement and presentation of the required supplementary information. However, we did not audit the information 
and express no opinion on it. The Town of Dublin has not presented a management’s discussion and analysis. Accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America have determined that the management’s discussion and 
analysis is necessary to supplement, but is not required to be part of, the basic financial statements.

In 2011 a total of 2,222 motor vehicles were registered in the town clerk’s office resulting in 
$235,933.67 in revenue for the Town. The Town also received revenue of $2,612.23 from the 
issuance of marriage licenses, certified copies of vital records, dog licenses and other filing and 
permit fees.

Lists of births, deaths and marriages recorded in Dublin for the year 2011 are included in this 
Town Report. This year the list reflects only those events for which the individuals or families 
expressed an interest in having them printed in the Town Report. The New Hampshire 
Department of Vital Records gives the option of having this information included in the Town 
Report when the paperwork is filled out for a birth or death record, or for a marriage license. 


The property tax rate for 2011 was $22.54 per thousand dollars of assessed value. This was 
slightly more than a 5% increase from last year’s $21.40 per thousand. The amount of liens 
executed this year was up from the previous year but less than in 2009.

This year we were sorry to see Bonnie Bartelt, the former Deputy Town Clerk/Tax Collector go. 
She has let us know that she misses Dublin, but life is good for her in sunny Florida. For a few 
months after Bonnie left, Denise Nolan, the Deputy Town Clerk in Richmond and Deputy Tax 
Collector in Francestown filled in, but found that she had too much on her plate to continue as 
Dublin’s Assistant Town Clerk/Deputy Tax Collector. Now our Deputy Town Clerk/Tax 
Collector is Neil Sandford, who is Dublin’s Planning Board Secretary and Zoning Board 
Secretary. He is also the pastor of Fairwood Bible Chapel and a teacher at Fairwood Bible 
Institute. This year he will be certified as a Municipal Agent and will complete the NH Driver 
Protection Privacy Act training and the online NHVotes Town Clerk training. 


This past spring, I attended the Monadnock Region Town Clerk’s workshop in Milford. In 
October I attended the three day annual Tax Collector’s Conference, which was held in North 
Conway. 


I would like to take this opportunity to make more residents aware that they can renew their 


vehicle registrations by mail. Dublin does not send renewal notices by mail, but you can still do 
your renewals by mail if you have a previously issued registration for each vehicle to mail in to 
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the town clerk’s office with your two checks; one made out to the State of New Hampshire, and 
the other to the Town of Dublin. The previously issued registration that you mail in should not 
be your current one, because you will need to have that with you when you are driving your car, 
and it must be an original registration, not a photo-copy. Please call the town clerk’s office at 
563-8859 to get the correct amounts to write on your checks. In order to look up this 
information, we will need to know the month of expiration, your name and address, and the 
year(s), make(s) and model(s) of the vehicle(s) that you will be renewing. Please include a self- 
addressed, stamped envelope for sending your new registration and decals to you, and a phone 
number where you can be reached in case there are any issues or questions about your 
registration. Please allow at least 10 days for your registration to get back to you by mail. If you 
have moved, or if any other changes need to be made to your registration, you will need to come 
to the town clerk’s office in person. 


We hope that this will make renewing your vehicle registrations more convenient for you, but 
you are always welcomed to come to the office to do it in person. If you come in person, as 
always, please remember to bring in a previously issued registration for each vehicle.

DUBLIN TRUSTEES OF THE TRUST FUNDS ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE YEAR 2011 


The MS-9 and MS-10 reports from Charter Trust Company for the past year are shown on the 
adjacent pages. They show the investment transaction status and fund balances of the 
investments for the town of Dublin. The MS-9 report shows the status of the various Common 
and Capital Reserve Funds for the Town of Dublin. The MS-10 shows the investment portfolio 
for the Trust Funds. 


The Charter Trust Company manages our investments. The Trustees meet with them quarterly to 
review the investment portfolio and make decisions regarding the buying and selling of 
investments, based on stock performance, investment manager recommendations and our 
Investment Policy guidelines. 


Deposits into and withdrawals from the Capital Reserve Trust Funds are based on the approved 
Warrant Articles at the Town Meeting in March of this year. See Form MS-9 for details. 


The Common Trust Funds are invested according to the guidelines of our Investment Policy. 
Deposits into the Common Trust Fund: 
$4,225 into the Cemetery Fund 
Withdrawals from the Common Trust Funds: 
$2,000 to the Dublin Community Church for church programs. 
$4,000 for scholarships to Dublin students going to college. 
$900 to Dublin Consolidated School for special projects. 
$4,500 to the Town for Cemetery perpetual care. 
$10,085.73 to the Dublin Police Dept. for various expenses (from Phyllis Burt Fund). 
$20,000 to the Town for welfare expenditures. 


During the past ten years, the Trustees of the Trust Funds have provided scholarships to Dublin 
students who have demonstrated a financial need. This year, the scholarship committee selected 
four students to receive a $1000 scholarship for the 2011-2012 school year. The recipients and 
their colleges were Shauna Korpi (University of Vermont), Stefan Jadaszewski (University of 
New Hampshire), Jamie Cornwell (University of New Hampshire) and Jasmine Rajaniemi 
(Drexel University).

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ARCHIVES COMMITTEE 


During 2011, in addition to processing, cataloguing and indexing the town's records for 2005, the 
archivists spent 45 hours answering 112 requests for information from town records. Inquiries 
come from town officials and residents, real estate agents, lawyers, engineers, and from people 
researching their family trees. Other than requests from Town officials most requests now come 
via email so it is difficult to know where someone is located. 


Genealogical requests often involve documents from both Town and Historical Society records, 
including marriage, birth and death records, tax records, voter checklists and cemetery records, 
as well as obituaries and other materials collected by the Historical Society. We also had requests 
for general information about the town and its everyday business records: building permits, 
Board of Adjustment records, Committee minutes, Planning Board records, maps, road and 
bridge records and septic system plans and approvals. 


Please remember if you were, or currently are, a town official and have town documents in your 
possession that you no longer need, bear in mind that they belong to the town and the public and 
should be deposited at the Archives or with the Town Clerk (RSA 41:58). 

The archives building is open Tuesday mornings from 9 to 12 for town business. Visitors are 


also welcome most other mornings or by appointment. Our telephone number is 563-8545 and 
our e-mail address is dublinhistory@townofdublin.org.

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BUDGET COMMITTEE 


The Budget Committee’s work for the 2012 budget development season began just after 
Town Elections and Meeting in March 2011. Elected to the Committee were Judy Knapp 
and Richard Scheinblum, both of whom have a wealth of prior experience with the 
Budget Committee. The Committee said farewell to Ken Woods and Tom LaFortune; 
Ken having finished up two full terms and Tom having stood in for a year to fill a vacant 
position left when Curt Merrick resigned to assume a position on the Board of Selectmen. 
Many thanks to Ken and Tom for their hard work in many previous budget development 
efforts. 


The unexpected resignation of the prior year’s Chairman, Peter Imhoff, left a vacancy on 
the Committee and in the Chair position. Dale Gabel was elected by the Committee to 
serve as Chairman, and the vacant position was graciously filled by a Budget Committee 
stalwart, Nancy Campbell. Peter’s year as Chairman capped off a multi-year stint with 
the Budget Committee, and the Town and Committee are grateful for his expert 
participation and leadership. 


With the Budget Committee fully staffed, and provided with an exceptional Board of 
Selectmen representative in Charlie Champagne, work began in April with an 
organizational meeting and a review of the first quarter Town expenditures against the 
approved 2011 operating budget. The Budget Committee reviews the performance 
against the budget not as a check on the Town’s spending, but rather to see if any 
particular budget line item is significantly overspent or under spent. Either of these 
situations could signal a need to adjust that line item in the next budget development 
cycle. A meeting in July 2011 was held to perform the same exacting review of the 
second quarter expenditure results. 


In August the Budget Committee met with the Board of Selectmen and Department 
Heads in a “Budget Summit.” The purpose of the Summit was to review the budget 
development cycle schedule and determine general guidelines for the budget 
development process. At the Summit’s conclusion all parties had a good understanding 
of their roles in the current budget development cycle and recognized the part that the 
others needed to play to ensure a smooth process. 


Development of the 2012 budget began in earnest in September 2011 with weekly 
Budget Committee meetings. During these meetings, Department Heads and Committee 
Chairs reviewed their submitted budget proposals with the Budget Committee and 
answered any questions asked. The Board of Selectmen representative provided an 
interactive liaison with the BOS, ensuring any questions the BudCom had on BOS 
thinking were answered. 


The final step in the process entailed establishing a budget goal and identifying potential 


areas for reductions from the aggregated Dept Head and Committee budget which, as 
initially presented, was significantly higher than the previous year’s budget. This was 
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completed in late January 2012 and a final proposed budget was presented to the Town at 
a Budget Hearing in February 2012 in preparation for the March Town Meeting. 


Our new Town Administrator, Sherry Miller, was instrumental to the work of the Budget 
Committee during this development cycle. She ensured we had updated expenditure data 
to inform our understanding of the potential areas for change from the previous budget, 
and did yeoman work in coordinating budget proposals from, and appearances by, 
Department Heads and Committee Chairs. Charlie Champagne also served superbly as 
the liaison with the Selectmen, ensuring alignment between Budget Committee efforts 
and Board of Selectmen deliberations. 


Again this year the Budget Committee’s difficult work was greatly facilitated by Town 
employees, Committee Chairs, the Board of Selectmen and the Town Administrator. We 
thank each and every one of them for their willing and gracious cooperation.

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2011 BUILDING PERMITS 
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CEMETERY TRUSTEES ANNUAL REPORT 


Dublin’s cemetery continues to be well-positioned to meet the Town’s needs for the foreseeable 
future. Work completed in recent years included the Cemetery Expansion, Nancy and Hank 
Campbell’s digitizing records and photographing headstones, regulation adjustments, and other 
smaller-scale projects. Together these efforts have delivered to the Town a facility which will 
accommodate interments for many years, and maintains and preserves the Cemetery’s beautiful 
setting and the substantial collection of historical items - and information. 


2011 was a more ‘usual’ year in that most of the activity in the cemetery was normal annual 
maintenance, provided by our two skilled employees and Superintendent. One milestone passed 
with volunteer labor this year was the return to the cemetery, after many years absence, of more 
than 200 historic grave footstones which once were co-located with many of the older 
headstones. The footstones have been sorted and carefully stored within the cemetery. 


On-going projects by the Trustees include: 

© To craft a plan, perhaps using grant assistance, to match each footstone to its (usually) 
matching headstone, and then return the footstones to their original locations; 

© To develop a landscaping master plan for the cemetery grounds; 

© To continue work to preserve the “Hearse House,” the oldest (ca. 1813) Town-owned 
structure, perhaps in part by relocating the Cemetery’s equipment maintenance and storage 
functions to a new location; 

© To improve the Cemetery’s visibility on the town website. Especially the presentation 
of slow-to-change facts and figures about one of the Town’s most visible and attractive assets. 


Many thanks to the volunteers, especially those who help with projects. Thanks to our dedicated 
cemetery employees. Thanks to the Town and its residents for your support.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION ANNUAL REPORT 2011 


During 2011 the Conservation Commission continued to focus on three main sets of activity — 
supporting and expanding Dublin’s nature related recreational resources, taking steps to control 
invasives and to educate residents in the control of invasives, and monitoring conserved 
properties and properties where development could cause conservation issues. The highlight of 
the year was the opening of Dublin Rotary Park, a nature park on 40 acres of town owned land 
on the east side of Howe Reservoir. The park opening was the culmination of a three year 
project of the Monadnock Rotary Club working in conjunction with the Conservation 
Commission and other interested Dublin residents. It contains refurbished and new trails, picnic 
tables and canoe and kayak landings, and parking is available on site. 


The Commission continued its work with the Dublin Lake Preservation Committee and with the 
Garden Club of Dublin (GCD) to protect Dublin Lake. Members of these three groups patrolled 
the lake searching for milfoil and ensured that the lake’s waters were tested, taking appropriate 
action to keep the lake clear of contaminants and invasives. The Beech Hill/Dublin Lake 
Watershed Association (BH/DL) and the GCD helped fund water testing for the lake. The Lake 
Host program, which monitors boats entering Dublin Lake to prevent the introduction of milfoil, 
had another successful year, helped by funding from the New Hampshire Charitable Foundation 
and the BH/DL. 


With respect to invasives control, the Commission continued its program to use Galerucella 
beetles to control Purple Loosestrife, an invasive wetlands and swamp plant. The GCD helped 
fund the cost of the beetles for this effort. The Commissioners also actively tested a method for 
controlling Japanese Knotweed, a very aggressive invasive plant that looks like bamboo. 
Members cleared knotweed infestations along Upper Jaffrey Road and at the northwest corner of 
Routes 101and 137, and had the sites professionally sprayed in September. If this process was 
successful, the Commission looks forward to expanding coverage and involving property owners 
in 2012. 


Commission members also wrote articles on conservation activities for the Dublin Advocate, and 
the commission expanded its use of the town website, posting to it two monographs, 
“Controlling Invasive Plants” by Louisa Birch and “Wild Flowers of Dublin” by Elliot and 
Katherine Allison. 


During the year the Commission continued monitoring and reporting on properties with 
conservation easements which the town is responsible for and on properties where development 
activity is likely to impact water and other natural resources. Comments were provided to the 
Select Board, public meetings, Town boards, and the New Hampshire Department of 
Environmental Services. Commissioners frequently took advantage of conservation education 
opportunities sponsored by local associations and agencies.

Mary Loftis continues to hunt out good stories and report on 
those areas of her expertise, and Ramona Branch is a skilled journalist without whom we might 
be quite ordinary. Our most recent addition to the staff is Ben Cerroni, a recent college grad who 
has chosen to return to his roots to start a business. His reports keep us updated on technology. 


We do hear from a lot of folks who indicate they are pleased with the newsletter, and I would 
like to hear from those who are not. Perhaps there is room for improvement that would grow our 
readership. 


We have an ongoing Dublin Business Directory that has been published twice and ads have been 
coming in great guns (although the first quarter is always quiet). We ran a series of stories on 
recycling facts on aluminum, paper, plastic, glass, solid waste and landfills, and miscellaneous. 
We profiled people and businesses in town. We ran all the library and school news; and saw to 
the opening of the Dublin Rotary Park, to name a few. 


We developed a new online presence called “DublinAdvocate.com”’ that is almost up and 
running as of this writing and will offer all the articles online as well as the option to receive 
emails that might be relevant to townspeople.

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DUBLIN LAKE PRESERVATION COMMITTEE ANNUAL REPORT 2011 


In 1997 the Selectmen created the Dublin Lake Preservation Committee (DLPC), charging the 
group to monitor the condition of the lake and to bring forward through the Selectmen regular 
reports on the condition of the lake and plans for the improvement of the lake’s quality. The 
committee is represented on the Dublin Conservation Commission and receives regular reports 
of other initiatives and activities that impact the health of the lake. 


The Dublin Conservation Commission received a matching grant again this year to participate in 
the Lake Host Program The Lake Hosts were stationed at the public boat landing on weekends 
and holidays, and they inspected boats and trailers for invasive weeds. This past year a host was 
also stationed at the boat landing on Friday afternoons. Point Person, Bill Goodwin, supervised 
the lake hosts, Emma Murphy, Samantha Novotnoy, and Devon Skerry. No invasive weeds were 
spotted on boats entering or exiting the lake, and the hosts were able to distribute information to 
visitors about the harmful effects of invasive plants on the health of bodies of water. 


Jeff Oja obtained signs from the state Department of Environmental Services that inform users 
that Dublin Lake is invasive plant free. He posted one sign at the boat landing so that boaters 
who arrive when the Lake Host is not present will be reminded to check their boats before 
launching. 


The Garden Club of Dublin is a member of the Volunteer Lake Assessment Program through 
which water quality testing is done. Over the summer and fall seasons, water samples were 
collected by Felicity Pool, Karen Bunch, and Joan Griffin. Samples were collected at the deepest 
spot of the lake, the beaches and an average of 21 inlet spots in multiple sessions. The committee 
remains concerned about sites with consistently high readings for phosphorous and have passed 
on these concerns to the DCC and the town health officer. 


An important function of the committee is to monitor the lake and notice any construction or 
activity that could be detrimental to the overall health of the lake. The Selectmen, Conservation 
Commission, and Town Health Officer were informed of a few possible areas of concern. 


Volunteers, under the direction of Dede Clark, continue to participate in the Weed Watch 
Program. During the several sessions in 2011, no invasive plants were spotted. They also 
continue to monitor the mat installed by the state in 2001 over the variable milfoil that was found 
in Cemetery Cove and are able to report that there has been no additional growth in that area. 


Member Felicity Pool has begun a survey of the Dublin Lake’s shoreland in hopes of being able 
to begin a banks reclamation project. 
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She has shared photos of areas where the banks are the most compromised. The committee will 
continue to assess the banks and make recommendations to the town for ways to decrease 
erosion and increase protection of the lake from road runoff.

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DUBLIN POLICE DEPARTMENT ANNUAL REPORT 


In reflecting on this past year the members of the Dublin Police Department have faced many 
challenges. We continue through the challenges to try and provide a public service to the 
community through a very professional and well trained staff. Each member of this department 
is dedicated to making an effective contribution to the town of Dublin and its citizens. 


The beginning of 2011 we sent Officer Joel Chidester to the New Hampshire Police Academy. 
This left us shorthanded for the first four months of the year. Officer Chidester graduated from 
the New Hampshire Police Academy and was awarded the top academic recognition for his 
class. This brought credit to himself, but to the Dublin Police Department and the town of 
Dublin. After his graduation we were fully staffed through the summer. In October of this year 
we accepted the resignation of Officer Link Logan who was a valuable member of this 
department. Officer Logan chose to leave the state for personal reasons and he has been missed. 
With this said we have conducted yet another hiring process and have been short handed again 
since October. The hiring process is long and thorough. Some of the areas covered in hiring a 
new officer include Physical Fitness testing, Interview Boards, Psychological testing, Polygraph 
exams, and finally a thorough background investigation into the candidate to ensure the 
candidate is suitable to being a Police Officer. The process does not end there. The candidate that 
is selected then must complete a Field Training or attend training to become certified. It could 
take up to a year if you hire an uncertified officer before you see the results of this process in the 
schedule and staffing. I am confident in February of 2012 we will have a new officer on board 
the department. 


We continue to carefully watch our budget at the Police Department balancing what has been 
given to us and using it wisely. We were fortunate enough again this year to receive a number of 
grants to assist us in increasing our patrols in the areas of Driving While Intoxicated, Motor 
Vehicle Enforcement and Distracted Drivers. Through the use of the Burt Fund we were able to 
purchase new accident investigation software. This allows us to document the scene in a digital 
format and recreate it for reporting purposes, we had to send an officer to training out of state 
and purchase a new Digital Camera to allow us to use the new equipment. We also updated our 
computer network and an out dated computer through the use of this fund which does not cost 
the town anything. 


I would like to thank the Dublin Fire & Highway Departments for your continued support of the 
police department and your dedication to your jobs. Without your dedicated work it would 
render all of our efforts futile. I want to thank the Dublin Selectmen’s Office for your continued 
support and assistance this past year. I also thank the remainder of the town of Dublin 
employees for making Dublin a wonderful place to live. 


In closing, I want to thank the members of the Dublin Police Department. Administrative 
Assistant Vira Elder for your continued support and assistance and willingness to do whatever is 
asked of you the importance of your work should never go unnoticed. Finally, I want to thank 
our newest member Officer Joel Chidester who has made immediate contributions to the police 
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department through your hard work and willingness to do whatever is asked of you. I thank you 
for your willingness to help out in our time of short handedness. 


I would thank the citizens of Dublin for your trust in us, support, kindness, generosity and 
genuine interest in helping us make Dublin a great place to live.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


It is my pleasure to present the 2011 Annual Report for the Dublin Fire Department. 


The Department’s mission is to maintain a Company of fire personnel trained in all 
aspects of fire suppression, rescue, salvage, fire prevention, hazardous materials and 
emergency medical response, enabling us to serve and protect, without prejudice or 
favoritism, the lives and property of the residents of Dublin during both natural and man- 
made emergencies. 


The dedicated members of the Dublin Fire Company devote many hours each year 
responding to fire and medical emergencies, participating in training to ensure a high 
level of expertise, and performing community service to provide support and fire 
prevention education. 


During 2011 we put together a recruitment drive and garnered six new members to our 
department. Some of the new members are going through training in medical and fire, 
but we were lucky enough to have several members join with certification already in 
hand. 


In 2011, Dublin Fire and Rescue personnel responded to 98 rescue calls, and 105 fire or 
other emergency calls for a total of 203 emergency calls. 


Maintaining the highest levels of proficiency in skills and training remains a top priority 
for the Fire Department. Again this year we participated in shared training with the Fire 
and Emergency personnel from the surrounding towns who work most closely with 
Dublin through the Mutual Aid System.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of 
Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to reduce the risk and frequency of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire 
Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State 
law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is required for all outside burning, unless the ground is 
completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also 
prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire 
department or DES at 603-271-1370 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open 
burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New Hampshire’s forest 
resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271- 
2214, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 


Both in terms of the number of fires, as well as the number of acres burned, this past fire season 
was the smallest since records have been kept. Extensive rainfall virtually all season long kept 
the fire danger down. When fires did start they were kept very small. The largest fire for the 
season was only 5.4 acres which occurred in Littleton on May 2nd 2011. There was however a 
small window of high fire danger in the northern third of the state during July when little rainfall 
was recorded. During this time there were a number of lightning started fires which are fairly 
unusual in New Hampshire. As has been the case over the last few years, state budget 
constraints have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class III 
or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts 
are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick and 
accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was supplemented by contracted aircraft 
and the NH Civil Air Patrol when the fire danger was especially high. Many homes in New 
Hampshire are located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and 
flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2011 season threatened 
structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should 
take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include 
keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and maintaining adequate green 
space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

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EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


As Emergency Management Director for the Town of Dublin, it is my pleasure to present the 
2011 Annual Report. 


The mission of the Emergency Management Department is to strengthen Dublin’s ability to 
effectively and efficiently prepare for, respond to, recover from, and mitigate all natural or man- 
made emergencies and disasters through coordination with the resources of local, state, and 
federal agencies. 


To accomplish this mission and to satisfy state and federal requirements we: 


e Develop and update an Emergency Operations Plan; 

e Implement the National Incident Management System by activating an Emergency 
Operation Center, Incident Command Post(s), and coordinating the deployment of 
resources as needed during an emergency 

e Provide warning and emergency public information to town officials and the general 
public 

e Provide public education and coordinate and disseminate Emergency Information 


In addition, the Director of Emergency Management acts as coordinating liaison between the 
Town of Dublin and state and federal agencies. 


In 2011, the Emergency Management Department finalized the Town’s updated Local 
Emergency Operations Plan and the Town’s Hazard Mitigation Plan. These Emergency Plans 
are used as a guide during emergencies and ensures Dublin continues to remain eligible for 
future federal grants. 


Emergency generators in both Town Emergency shelters are now fully installed and fully 
operational. 


In 2011, we activated our Neighbor-Helping-Neighbor communications system for two 
snowstorms and Hurricane Irene. We have enjoyed much positive feedback through this system, 
and continue to look for more volunteers to help monitor neighbors on their roads during 
extreme situations. 


As we enter 2012, the Emergency Management Department will continue to focus on four key 
areas: preparedness, response, recovery and mitigation. I am confident that with the continued 
commitment and dedication from the town, state, county and federal agencies, we will meet any 
challenges put before us.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The winter didn’t seem to be long but it was very busy. In April we started our spring clean of 
the sidewalks, police station, fire station and Town Hall. We graded and ditched the dirt roads. 
We spent a lot of time cleaning out the ends of culverts. 


We spent some time adding gravel to some of the dirt roads. This will help with the grading and 
in the spring when the roads get soft. We filled in potholes on the paved roads. We repaired a 
sink hole on Greenwood Rd. 


A sweeper was hired to sweep all the paved roads. We also had our roadside mowing done. 
We chip sealed Old Peterborough, Robbe and Valley Roads. 


We spread loam and planted grass seed around the 600 feet of sidewalk we completed last year. 
We started the next 600' of sidewalk. We had to cut through 16' of hot top and concrete. We also 
removed 24’ of fill and added of good gravel for the base, we removed a stump, 36" in diameter, 
from the old sidewalk. We had to work around manholes and catch basins. We hired a curb 
company to install the curb. The highway department did the cement work which saved the town 
$6,500. 


The next project was to rebuild Parsons Road. We ditched the road, added 2 new culverts, cut 
brush, and pulled rocks out of the road bed. Then we ground up the old pavement and added 2" 
of gravel. This makes a good road base. We hired a paving company to put down 2" of hot top. 
Next year a 1" top coat will be applied. 


We replaced a culvert on Lake Road. 
We did a lot of ditching on the paved roads during the nice weather we had in the fall. 


We had 800 tons of old asphalt left from projects, such as the sidewalk. We had this crushed and 
will use in for gravel on further projects. 


We had early snow in October and November with a total accumulation of 37". We had less than 
2" of snow on the ground on Christmas and no snow at the end of the year. 


Since the weather was mild during most of November and December, we were able to catch up 
on road work. 


2012 road projects are: 600' sidewalk on Rte. 101; 360” (isn't this feet??) of additional sidewalk 
from Rte. 101 to the entrance of Dublin Consolidated School; top coat on Parsons Road, and if 
funded —rebuild the bridge on Pierce Road. 
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The highway personnel have attended safety and road related workshops this year. 


I would like to thank the highway personnel for their hard work and dedication. I would also 
like to thank the residents of Dublin for their support. Thanks also to the police and fire 
departments for their help and cooperation.

Several newer parts of the zoning rules (i.e., the Open Space 
Subdivision Ordinance and the Workforce Housing Ordinance) have never been used, so 
we will have to wait and see if, with use, they require any tweaking. 


The Board would like to thank Bonnie Bartelt, who retired after many years of service to 
the Planning Board. We would also like to thank Tara Germond, who resigned from the 
Board after moving out of town, for her service on the Board.

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT ANNUAL REPORT FOR 2011 


The Board of Adjustment heard two appeals in 2011, a Special Exception for a fence on 
residential property which exceeded allowable height limits, and a Variance for a commercial 
enterprise to expand within the setback limits along Route 101. Both were approved. 





Mary Langen was appointed as a regular Board member to fill a vacancy. Having previously 
served on and chaired the Board of Adjustment in New Ipswich, Mary brings valuable 
experience and expertise and her willingness to serve is appreciated. 


Neil Sandford was appointed as Secretary to our Board. As he currently also serves as secretary 
to the Planning Board, the interaction and communication between both Boards has been 
enhanced and his expertise is welcomed. 


The Board reviewed and modified various forms and procedures used during the appeals process 
which are designed to clarify and better identify both Board and applicant responsibilities, as 
well as update forms where appropriate for conformance with the land use changes approved by 
the Town in March. 


Late in 2011, selected Board members attended a training seminar at Antioch College in Keene 
and received updates arising from land use case law and exchanged information with Board 
members from other New Hampshire towns. 


We have approached both the Planning Board and Selectmen Chairpersons with a 
recommendation that the Town develop detailed written procedures which clarify the roles, 
responsibilities, and communications between the various Boards and other individuals involved 
in the zoning process. Both have responded positively, and hopefully a small multi-Board 
working group will be soon formed to develop the necessary forms, procedures, etc. to 
accomplish this project.

Residents with New Hampshire vehicle registrations will be issued new “Dump Stickers” on the 
month in which their car or truck registration is due and to be placed in the lower left corner of 
the front windshield. The color of the new sticker will correspond with the vehicle’s inspection 
and plate stickers and shall be valid for one year. Owners of vehicles with out of state license 
plates will need to acquire a new sticker upon their first visit to the transfer station. Dump 
Stickers are only available at the transfer station and proof of residency is required. 

Twenty-four Household Hazardous Waste Collection days will be available for Dublin residents 
at the City of Keene’s Recycling Center and I encourage everyone to take advantage of this pre- 
paid service. These dates along with directions will be posted at the transfer station when they 
become available. 


Thanks to the residents of Dublin and Transfer Station personnel, Dan Parish, DaoNing Wang 
and Ray Wesoley for their participation and effort.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE ANNUAL REPORT 2011 


As the year began, the Recycling Committee hosted a regional meeting of transfer station 
superintendents from about a dozen towns and representatives from the Northeast Resource 
Recovery Association. The meeting yielded some surprising facts: 


e Unlike Maine and Vermont, NH has no law requiring a manufacturer to take back its 
discarded electronic equipment. You can deposit your electronic equipment at our 
Transfer Station and pay a small charge, or you can take it to E-Waste Recyclers in Jaffrey, 
81 Fitzgerald Street off Route 124, where there is no charge. The company accepts all 
electronic equipment except old cathode-ray television sets. 


e In many towns, including Dublin, safe medical waste disposal is not easy. Too many people 
simply throw these into the garbage or flush them down the drain—dangerous practices. For 
$3 at any Rite-Aid you can buy a container to mail medicine back to a company site. In 
Keene in the Police Department lobby is a container in which you can deposit any medicine 
at any time, available 24 hours a day, every day. April 28 is National Drug Take Back Day 
when Dublin’s police department will most likely accept old pills and discarded drugs; 
confirmation of that date will appear in The Advocate. A recommendation: have a secure 
place in your home for medical waste items. 


e NH has been in danger of running out of landfill sites. New sites are now available, 
especially in northern Maine, so the looming shortage of space to bury trash will not be a 
problem for the time being. Disposal costs may increase, however. 


e Recycling one aluminum can saves energy —the equivalent of half a gallon of gasoline or 3 
hours of running your TV. 


e Ifevery American recycled just one-tenth of their newspapers, we would save about 
25,000,000 trees a year. 


e There are almost 4,000 municipal composting facilities operating in North America today. 
Yet precious little funding is expended on teaching residents how to compost and to manage 
their own property by restoring native ecosystems and soil fertility. Dublin used to offer 
inexpensive, efficient compact bins similar to ones now called “The Earth Machine.” Jf 
you'd like the Town to provide those again, please tell Tom Kennedy at the Transfer Station. 


Over the last two years the Committee has investigated single-stream waste management, where 
basically everything except garbage would be deposited into one self-bailing container, then 
trucked away and sorted off-site by a specialized mechanical facility. One such facility is being 
built near Concord, but estimates confirm that delivery costs will make it too expensive for towns 
as far away as Dublin. Keene has studied the possibility of a single-stream facility in this area, 
but for the immediate future has found this not economically viable. Conversation on this 
approach continues, however. We will report any news in The Advocate. 
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Pay-As-You-Throw remains an option. Here’s how it would work. You would buy a bundle of 
33-gallon special bags at any local store for $2 / bag. You would sort your disposables as usual, 
putting your trash into the special bag and depositing that bag in the compactor at the Transfer 
Station as usual. This approach would save Dublin about $30,000 a year, and would ensure that 
the expense of disposing waste is distributed equitably. It should also encourage more sorting 
and more recycling, which should produce additional savings. Please come to our meetings to 
talk about this issue: 1 Thursday of every month at 9:00 a.m. (or ask us to meet when it’s 
convenient for you). We meet in the basement of Town Hall. 


This fall, after ensuring that the Town authorized the installation of a long overdue sanitary 
facility and updated the signage at the Transfer Station, the Committee began to study the 
station’s future needs. This is complicated by the small footprint the station exists on, large 
adjacent areas of buried waste, overhead high-tension wires, complex regulations, and heavy use. 
We began by trying to determine the limits of the current Transfer Station. The first question 
was how many people use the station now. The question that will follow is how many more can 
it service without changing. 


With the help of the Southwest Region Planning Commission, we counted the number of 
vehicles using the Transfer Station this fall and will repeat this in the summer and then average 
the results for the year. 


The fall study, made at no cost to the town, showed that if vehicles were evenly spread out one 
would arrive every 43 seconds. This evenly spaced arrival doesn’t happen of course, and 
Superintendent Tom Kennedy is concerned about backups, often of 4-5 vehicles in each line. 
Tom worries that the volume may be approaching the limits of the current station setup, not just 
in arrivals, but in the staff's ability to keep the flow of material moving. At present, however, 
Tom and his staff are doing a superb job: residents receive prompt, courteous service, windows 
are seldom clogged, the areas inside and outside the buildings are kept clean and organized, 
equipment problems are few. 


Members of the Committee have visited other transfer stations and have looked at transfer station 
budgets in other towns. Soon we will meet with a representative from the NH Department of 
Environmental Services to hear more about new state requirements and to evaluate the options 
Dublin has to improve its current site. Our goal is to maintain a cost-effective Transfer Station 
operating in an environmentally sound manner. 


Please remember: 


o Solid waste management saves money, protects health and preserves the 
environment. 


o We should recycle all #1 Plastics, and most #2 Plastics (the Transfer Station staff will 
sort them). 


o Aluminum foil should be deposited with metal cans. 
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o Batteries, fluorescents, lights containing mercury—all have special places at our 
Transfer Station. 


o Backyard composting and recycling of yard waste makes sense and can provide 
lawns with vital nutrients, minimizing the use of imported mulch and synthetic 
fertilizers. 


o Clothing and shoes are welcome and can be placed in containers at either side of the 
Swap Shop. 


The Committee urgently needs 3 more members since former members are moving away or are 
out of town most of the time. We currently meet at 9 a.m. on the first Thursday of the month, 
but can change the meeting time to suit all members. Please contact the Town Administrator if 
you would like to join.

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HEALTH OFFICER 


In March, 2009, I was appointed Health Officer for the Town of Dublin. Our Deputy 
Health Officers are Road Agent, Brian Barden, and Code Enforcement Officer, James 
Schultz. 


The goal of public health is to maintain and improve the health and well-being of all 
New Hampshire residents. 


Some examples of the local health officer’s roles and responsibilities include: 


e Assisting the Division of Public Health Services during disease outbreaks, as well 
as disseminating educational materials throughout our Town 

e Participating in the development of our local Emergency Operations Plans; acting 
as liaison to local citizens by linking them to state, local and federal resources; 
and participating in regional public health planning initiatives 

e Providing education to residents, local officials, and public health system 
partners, as well as educating local officials and other partners about important 
public health issues and needs 

e Conducting sanitary investigations into complaints and nuisances that may 
endanger public health 

e Enforcing minimum standards for rental housing (i.e. adequate heat, pest control, 
walls and roofs that don’t leak, garbage control, etc.) 

e Inspecting new or modified health facilities to certify that they meet local health 
codes 

e Inspecting/approving facilities used to provide childcare and the home of persons 
serving as foster parents to assure they meet local health codes 

e Responding to complaints and reports cases of suspected food-borne illnesses. 
Contacting food service establishments in the event of a food-borne disease 
outbreak. 

e Enforcing the Rabies Control Act, in cooperation with the local animal control 
officer, and serving as a local resource for information on rabies 
Testing of any public/private water supply suspected of being unsafe 
Testing water in public swimming places per directives from the Department of 
Environmental Services 


So far, this year has been fairly quiet. I have had to inspect two homes where there were 
health concerns, done an annual health inspection for two of our local schools, and 
responded to a call of concern regarding the removal of lead paint at one of our schools. 
I have also attended several areas meetings regarding public health and how it affects 
our community.

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WELFARE 


The act of providing assistance to those who “‘shal stand in need of relief’ in New Hampshire 
towns began in the latel17™ century and was codified in the 18th century. The present-day 
descendant of these early pieces of legislation is New Hampshire RSA 165, which mandates that 
towns care for its most vulnerable citizens. 


Through the foresight and generosity of Dublin’s citizens, past and present, the resources 
available to help those in need come from three sources: the Town Budget which is approved at 
Town Meeting; four Trust Funds (ranging in date of bequest from 1873 to 1969) which were left 
to the Town specifically for relief and from which a portion is taken each year to augment the 
budgeted amount; and any donations given to the Town which are marked for welfare assistance. 


Assistance provided is to cover basic needs: shelter, food, medical costs, heat (heating oil, wood 
pellets, and propane), utilities, and transportation needs if necessary. When first requesting 
assistance, an individual fills out an application form, using guidelines provided by the NH Local 
Welfare Administrators’ Association. Persons coming to the Town for assistance are to be 
treated with respect, and all exchanges are confidential. Allowable expenses are subtracted from 
the household’s income for the previous four weeks, and if there is a deficit, the Town must 
provide assistance to the applicant per NH RSA 165. Applicants who receive assistance from the 
Town agree to repay the amount of assistance provided, if and when their financial situation 
changes. 


2011 has been an especially difficult year for many people, both nationally and locally. Those 
who receive only disability income or Social Security saw their purchasing power decline; others 
experienced either lost employment or a reduction in hours, an increase in housing or medical 
expenses, and for some, bankruptcy or loss of housing was part of the equation. In 2011 the 
Town saw a 17% percent increase (over 2010) in the number of individuals assisted and a 15% 
percent increase (over 2010) in the number of households assisted. However, these figures 
match very closely the number of individuals and households assisted in 2009. While the 
numbers served were similar to those of 2009, the needs and individual situations presented this 
year were more complex and required more time and case management than encountered 
previously. 


This year the Town provided direct assistance to 20 households, consisting of 53 individuals (17 
of whom were children), for a total of $39,922.53, as follows:

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2011 ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MONADNOCK ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


The Monadnock Advisory Commission was created by State Statute and is charged to 
advise and guide the Department of Resources and Economic Development on the 
management of State lands on Monadnock, Gap and Little Monadnock Mountains. State 
law allows the Commission to accept tax-deductible donations. MAC is a primary 
funding source for search and rescue supplies and equipment. 


Hiking attendance was down slightly but the extended foliage season enabled folks to 
enjoy autumn hiking longer. In addition, minimal snowfall has increased hiker attendance 
reflected in figures showing more hikers in November than April. Iron Ranger donations 
continue to increase on Dublin, Marlborough and Gap Mountain trails. 


Gilson Pond Campground was open for the first full year. Campers are enthusiastic about 
the park reflected in an increase of 1,360 camper days. Headquarters Campground is still 
frequented by many hikers. 


Hurricane Irene caused a total closure of Monadnock State Park in August. It was the 
second time in less than three years that a storm has resulted in a complete park closure. 


The MERE project, Monadnock Ecological Research and Education project, under the 
auspices of Antioch University professor Peter Palmiotto, continues. This was the second 
year of the Summit Stewardship program, which educates hikers on alpine vegetation 
around the summit. An outreach community program with Keene High School assisted 
with mountain research. It is hoped that additional schools in the region take part in this 
program in the future.

Article 2: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #1 as proposed by the Planning

To amend Article X (the Zoning Ordinance's Table of Uses) to require that certain 
nonresidential uses now permitted by Special Exception in the entire Rural District to be 
located only on property fronting on and accessed from Route 137 or Route 101, and to amend 
paragraphs E,3,a; E,4,a; and E,6,a accordingly.

This article requires that certain new non-residential uses which have the potential to 
negatively impact neighboring residential areas be located on routes 101 and 137 rather than 
throughout the entire Rural District. Home occupations, home businesses, and existing 
commercial uses would not be affected by this change.

Article 3: Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment #2 as proposed by the Planning 
Board for the Town of Dublin Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


To revise ARTICLE XII — Zoning Board of Adjustment, D, 3. to read: 

“The proposed use will not adversely affect neighboring properties by causing such problems 
as excessive noise, traffic, dust, fumes, glare, or other conditions that are associated with the 
intended use but are not typical of permitted uses within the area, nor would it have an 
unreasonably adverse effect on the property values of neighboring properties. Neighboring 
properties shall mean abutting lots and any lots within fifteen hundred feet of the lot on which 
the use is proposed.” 


This article changes some of the criteria that the Zoning Board of Adjustment uses to decide 
Special Exception cases by allowing the ZBA to consider the impact that a proposed use has 
on lots within 1500 feet (rather than on just abutting lots), and allowing them to consider the 
impact that a use might have on the property values of neighboring properties.

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2011 TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 12, 2011 


The business portion of this year’s Town Meeting was held on March 12, 2011 at the Dublin 
Consolidated School. Moderator Timothy Clark called the meeting to order at 9:02 AM. 


The meeting began with the Pledge of Allegiance led by the Girl Scouts. Mr. Clark then read the 
Necrology. 


Next, Mr. Clark turned the meeting over to the Selectmen for the presentation of the Citizen of the 
Year Award, which went to Joseph Cavanaugh. 

Selectman Charles Champagne welcomed everyone to Town Meeting and thanked all of the 
volunteers who had contributed so much over the past year. He welcomed all those who might 
consider volunteering over the years ahead. 

He began to introduce Citizen of the Year Joe Cavanaugh by saying that we were fortunate to have 
this individual who was an extremely well respected contributor of countless volunteer hours for the 
benefit of the Town. His efforts had spanned many years, and several different projects had 
benefited from his expertise. A former selectman in town, he had contributed so completely that his 
involvement equated to full time hours on some projects. 

Selectman Sterling Abram spoke next and said that one of the challenges of being a selectman is 
getting enough information to make a good decision. When Joe left the Select Board a year after 
Sterling was elected, he did not go away. He helped immensely by providing information and 
quietly working for the benefit of the Town. He certainly deserved this award. 

Selectman Curt Merrick said that Joe had provided leadership with many activities in Town. He 
first met him when he joined the Planning Board a number of years ago. Joe was leading the 
Planning Board through a number of serious land development issues. Leadership was the hallmark 
of this individual. He led an effort to develop a twenty-year Capital Improvement Program that 
included all major expenses that the Town would be facing. Joe organized the CIP Committee and 
worked with the members to put the document together, to review and to refine it. The result is a 
document that had turned out to be a useful component of the budget and management process of 
the Town. It was used to level out the annual cost of major purchases. It was referenced annually in 
the budgeting process by both the Board of Selectmen and the Budget Committee and gave the 
Town a vision of its future needs. When Curt joined the Budget Committee, he saw that Joe was 
again involved in the budget process. Over the years, we had seen Joe out in the forefront around 
Town, yet he also had another side, quietly working behind the scenes to help improve the lives of 
others on an individual basis. He was a consummate professional and citizen, working to move the 
Town forward. He was a positive force in the Town and was always upbeat. Curt said that he was 
privileged to be part of this award. 

Town Administrator Bill Raymond said that when he started working with Joe on the Board of 
Selectmen, Joe told him that he wanted to make Bill a part of his management team. Bill felt 
honored and continued to be part of the Selectmen’s team after Joe’s departure from the Board. Bill 
said that Joe had an attention to detail that he had brought to several projects in Town that not 
everyone may have been aware of. These included his membership on the Dublin Lake 
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Preservation Committee and his involvement in the planning and execution of the rebuilding of 
Lake Road, the addition on the Library, the addition on Town Hall, and the painting of Town Hall. 
He said that it had been a great privilege for him to work with Joe over the last eight years and that 
the award was well deserved. 

Charles Champagne presented the award to Joe, who said that there were lot of other people who 
were more deserving of the award than he was, but he thanked everyone on behalf of himself and his 
wife, who had made him available to work on all of those things. 


Timothy Clark gave the Moderator’s Prayer and then moved on to the rules of procedure for the 
Meeting, which he pointed out were much simpler than Robert’s Rules of Procedure. 


The business portion of Town Meeting began with Article number seven. 


Article 7: “Move that the Town hear the reports of Agents, Auditors and Committees, 
heretofore chosen, and to pass any vote relating thereto.” 


These reports appear in the 2010 Annual Town Report. 
Carried 


Article 8: “Move to appoint Brian Barden as Measurer of Wood and Bark and further to 
appoint Brian Barden, Cles Staples and Lewis Hansen as the Town Memorial Day 
Committee.” 


Carried 


Article 9: “Move that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of Three Hundred and 
Twenty-five Thousand dollars ($325,000) for the purchase of a new Tanker Fire Truck 
and to authorize the issuance of bonds or notes, or to enter into a capital lease with no escape 
clause in said amount in accordance with the provisions of the Municipal Finance Act (RSA 
33) and, furthermore, to authorize the Board of Selectmen to issue and negotiate such 

bonds or notes or to enter in to a capital lease and to determine the best rate of interest thereon, 
payable over a term not to exceed 10 years, and furthermore to authorize that all future 
payment on said bonds, notes, or capital lease be taken from the Fire Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund.” (2/3 Vote required) 


Because passing this Article would require that the Town borrow money, a 2/3 vote was 
required. The vote was by secret ballot, open for one hour. 

Selectman Abram explained that according to the Town’s Capital Reserve Plan, the purchase 
of the truck was a couple of years overdue. The $325,000 was what was presented to the 
Selectmen by the Fire Department to replace the existing tanker. The Town had not made a 
decision on exactly which truck to purchase, but this would be the maximum amount needed 
for the truck they have asked for. 

Fire Chief Tom Vanderbilt explained that this was to replace a 22-year-old truck, which had 
served its useful life. The National Fire Protection Agency recommended a 20-year life on a 
truck like this. We did not have a water supply in Dublin, so the truck was needed to bring the 
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water to the scene of a fire as quickly as possible. He said that if we kept the current truck, we 
might have some issues getting needed parts for it. 

Former Fire Chief Mike Worcester said that he designed the truck that was currently in use and 
that the truck had five to ten years left in it. He believed that $325,000 was too much in this 
tough economy to replace what we already had. 


Article 9: Failed 


Mcs Wet No 74 


Article 10: ‘Move that the Town accept the 2011 Operating Budget submitted by the Budget 
Committee and that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of One Million Seven Hundred 
Forty-five Thousand Three Hundred Seventeen dollars ($1,745,317) exclusive of the 
amounts contained in all other Articles in this Warrant.” 


Peter Imhoff, chair of the Budget Committee, explained the budget process and said that the 
goal this year was to have no significant increase in spending, but to maintain Town services. 
He explained that there are four components to our tax rate: the Town’s operating budget, the 
Town’s revenues, the School taxes, and the County taxes. The last three components were not 
controlled at Town Meeting. What we approved or disapproved at Town Meeting was only 
about 30% of our tax bills. 

He then went over the Operating Budget by department, highlighting where there were savings 
or increases. Healthcare, retirement, and fuel costs were given as some of the causes of 
increases. Two major decreases were due to the retirement of an experienced police officer 
and a reduction in the Welfare budget. He said that this year’s Operating Budget was about 
$8000 less than the 2010 Operating Budget. 

Rick MacMillan said that there was much discussion in the State legislature about paring back 
on State support of benefits to town employees. He asked Mr. Imhoff how the Town would 
deal with that if the reduction began in midyear. Peter stated that we could not control those 
things and that was why we had worked hard to have an accumulated fund balance in order to 
deal with emergencies. 


Carried 


Article 11: “Move that the Town raise and appropriate the sum of Five Thousand dollars 
($5,000) to purchase and equip new Computers for the Town Clerk, Archivist and Town 
Treasurer.” 

Charlie explained that the three computers were quite old, probably over seven years, and our 
computer consultant advised us that they needed to be replaced. 


Carried 
Article 12: “Move that the Town raise and appropriate Two Thousand dollars ($2,000) 
to upgrade windows and doors in the old section of the Dublin Public Library and 


furthermore to withdraw this amount from the Library Major Maintenance and Repair 
Capital Reserve Fund for this purpose.” 
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Bill Goodwin, Chairman of the Library Trustees, explained that the storm windows and the 
windows on the outside of the library were being considered for restoration, but in 
reevaluating the function of the windows, they determined that the storm window system was 
fine for awhile and that we needed to concentrate on the restoration of the interior windows to 
bring them up to standards. Some time in the future, they would need to look at replacing the 
storm windows. The project was scaled back so that the amount stated in this article is a 
reduction of what was printed in the 2010 Annual Report. 


Carried 


Article 13: “Move that the Town raise and appropriate Four Thousand dollars ($4,000) to 
fund the operation and publication of the Dublin Advocate Newsletter for the period April 1, 
2011 to March 31, 2012 with payments to be made to the Advocate Treasurer quarterly, 
following review of the Advocate financial statements by Town Administration and the Board 
of Selectmen.” 


Curt explained that until last year, the funding for The Advocate was a line item in the 
Operating Budget. It was moved to a warrant article in order to control expenses better. The 
Selectmen had been pleased with the progress that The Advocate had made in its financial 
management this year. The money they were asking for was $1200 less than in previous 
years. 


Carried 


Article 14: “Move that the Town raise and appropriate Six Thousand dollars ($6,000) to 
fund a study to be conducted by a consultant to assist in identifying and evaluating potential 
inter-municipal cooperation and opportunities.” 


Charlie explained how the Selectmen came to hear a presentation from a consulting firm about 
sharing and cooperation between towns to save money. Three other towns, Marlborough, 
Harrisville and Nelson were interested in going forward with the four-town study, paying 
$6000 each, but then Marlborough opted out. The Town of Nelson had voted on the issue 
recently and it was turned down. In Harrisville, the article was amended to give them the 
option of hiring a different consulting firm to give them more flexibility. Therefore, even 
though we were not sure if we could work with Harrisville on this, the Board still felt that 
Dublin could make progress with inter-municipal cooperation by hiring a consulting firm 
independently. 

Joe Cavanaugh explained that for the past six years or so we had been cooperating with 
neighboring towns like Peterborough, Temple and Hancock and it had been very beneficial. 
He strongly supported the idea of cooperation between towns and that although he did not 
know if he would have chosen the towns named in the warrant article, he felt that cooperation 
between towns was necessary and using a consultant was the right way to go about it. 

Rusty Bastedo made many in the room chuckle by informing us that in 1792 when the State 
established its militia, the towns that were in the same regiment were Marlborough, Nelson, 
and Dublin. Therefore, there was an historical precedent for collaboration between these 
towns. 
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Mr. Clark thanked Mr. Bastedo and joked that should we ever find it necessary to reconstitute 
the militia, we would know right where to go. 

Edith Tuttle said that she was all for the concept of working with other towns, but asked if the 
Selectmen thought that the other towns would come forward. Charlie said that Nelson was out 
and Harrisville was uncertain, but they felt that we could make progress on our own with an 
independent study. 

Rick MacMillan commented that he thought the Town administration should decide ahead of 
time which towns we would cooperate with before hiring a consultant. 


Failed 


Article 15: “Move that the Town vote to accept a New Hampshire Department of 
Transportation Traffic Enhancement Grant and raise and appropriate the amount of Six 
Hundred Eighty-five Thousand Fifty dollars ($685,050) to design and build Phase II 
Traffic Calming on Route 101 from the intersection of Old Common Road east to Dublin 
Road (formerly New Harrisville Road). Five Hundred Forty-eight Thousand Forty dollars 
($548,040) will come from the grant and the sum of One-Hundred Thirty-seven Thousand 
Ten dollars ($137,010) in Matching Funds will be raised by taxes. This will be a non- 
lapsing article and will lapse on December 31, 2014 or when the project is completed.” 


Prior to Town Meeting, eight residents had signed a petition to request a secret yes/no ballot 
on this Article. 


Sterling said that the Selectmen supported this article. This project would be the culmination 
of what the original concept called for and was intended to make traffic safer going through 
the center of Town. Many of our citizens had contributed a lot to this project to get to this 
point. So far, the project had cost the Town nothing because of private contributions. 

Ed Germain, who had done a lot of work to get the grant approved, gave a history of how the 
traffic through the Village Center had caused problems over 100 years. He said that the 
Transportation Committee had been appointed by the Selectmen in 1999. In 2006, the 
Committee included 55 residents of Dublin and several DOT officials. Every meeting was 
open for public participation. The Committee met for nine months and came to a conclusion, 
adopting a conceptual plan. More public meetings followed. In 2007, the Committee reported 
to the Selectmen that grants had been obtained to fund the project. At Town Meeting in 2007, 
diagrams of the project were displayed and the grants were explained. The voters accepted the 
grants and the project. In 2008, the first bids were received. There was not enough money to 
do the whole project, but enough to do the area around the oval. The Selectmen authorized 
work to start on the oval and set about raising the rest of the money for the area from Old 
Common Road to the fire station, now called Phase II. A new crosswalk to the Dublin 
Consolidated School connecting from the new sidewalk to the student entrance was to be 
included as part of Phase II. In 2010, the DOT grant request was approved for $685,050 for 
Phase II, and the Safe Routes to School program approved $62,000 for the Dublin 
Consolidated School walkways. Of the entire project’s cost, 1.3 million dollars, Dublin would 
be required to pay only 10%, $137,010. 90% would be paid by the State and federal funds. 


Phase II Traffic Calming included the following: 
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A small deflection at Old Common Road, which would slow eastbound traffic as it approaches 
Dublin Road, the most dangerous spot in Town. 

A new crosswalk just east of the deflection would allow safe crossing for neighbors and 
Dublin School students to go to the Lake or to take that route into town. 

A sidewalk from Old Common Road would extend into town on the south side of Main Street. 
A new section of sidewalk near the crosswalk would be built on the north side. 

Lighting would be added sparsely. 

Water from an underground culvert that had flooded a neighbor’s yard for years would be 
properly directed. 

The entire area from Old Common Road to the Town Center would be landscaped with 
appropriate plantings approved by the Garden Club. 


We were now voting to complete the project that voters approved in 2007 with these goals: 

To enhance the social and economic vitality of the community by making Route 101, our Main 
Street, safer and more welcoming to pedestrians, cyclists, and drivers. 

To reduce traffic to a slower, steady, safe and efficient flow by visual and physical cues 
announcing a thickly settled, historic Village Center. 

To create safer access to and from public and Town facilities and emergency services. 

To encourage pedestrian use of the center of town. 

To create a better balance between local quality of life and regional mobility, 

and to improve environmental impact. 


Ed had learned that the DOT was willing to hold the funds for one more year. However, if we 
did not vote to accept this grant, it would be very unlikely that they would fund it or any other 
road project in Dublin that required a match in the foreseeable future. 

Ken Woods spoke in support of the Article and wanted to know how far the sidewalks would 
go and when. 

Mike Worcester said that he felt the project was well intentioned, but did not like the way 
Phase I turned out. He thought we would end up having to cut the oval back down again. 
Margaret Gurney spoke in favor of completing Phase II and explained that the goal was to 
have a safe, pedestrian friendly Village Center. This had been the culmination of at least ten 
years of planning, and was something that we had approved four years ago. She encouraged 
everyone to bring the project to its rightful completion, to vote for public safety, and not for 
personal preference. 

Police Chief Jim Letourneau said that he had been part of the Traffic Calming Committee for 
the duration. He brought up the fact that the majority of people who drove by the center of 
Town were not Dublin residents. The design of this project was a natural way to slow the 
traffic down to make it safe. He encouraged the people in the room to vote yes on this Article, 
to embrace Route 101 as a part of our community and not just live with it. 

Peter Tuttle spoke about how the new oval had transformed the center of town into a place that 
you want to go rather than a place that you dread crossing. 

Several more people spoke in favor of the project, saying that the new oval had made it safer 
to travel through Town. 

Lawrence Graves expressed his concern that the State was in trouble and might withdraw the 
funding, but Bill Raymond explained that it was federal money that was allocated to the State 
and had been set aside, so it would not be cut. 
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Alan Greene, who said he had also been on the Traffic Calming Committee for a number of 
years said that the Committee had wanted to have the deflection at the top of the hill (Phase II) 
completed first before starting the work on the oval. He felt that it was now imperative that 
Phase II be completed, because otherwise people driving eastbound who were not familiar 
with the area would be traveling too quickly before coming to the oval. 

Ed Germain explained that we could reduce the effect of this project on our taxes by using part 
of the Unexpended Fund Balance to pay for some of it. The balance in the account was 
currently much more than was recommended by the Town’s auditors. Ed proposed the 
following amendment: 


Amendment 1: “Move to replace the next-to-the-last sentence of Article 15 with the 
following: 


Five Hundred Forty-eight Thousand Forty dollars ($548,040) will come from the grant and 
the sum of Sixty-eight Thousand Five Hundred and Five dollars ($68,505) in Matching 
Funds will come from the Unexpended Fund Balance and an additional Sixty-eight 
Thousand Five Hundred and Five dollars ($68,505) in Matching Funds will be raised by 
taxes.” 


The Amendment was seconded by Ken Woods. 
Peter Imhoff said that if we used the Unreserved Fund Balance for this, we would not have it 
for something else that we did not expect, so he was not in favor this Amendment. 


Amendment 1 to Article 15: Failed 


More discussion ensued with opinions for and against Article 15. Ed explained that if the 
Article failed, we could request that the DOT hold the funds for us for another year and vote 
again. But if the project failed then, there would be no funding from the DOT and costs would 
increase. 


Article 15 (By secret ballot): Carried 
Yes. 69 No 63 


Because the difference between the yes and no votes was less than 10%, a recount was done, 
but the results were the same. 


Article 16: “Move that the Town raise and appropriate One Hundred Twenty-three 
Thousand dollars ($123,000) to be contributed to the Town Capital Reserve Funds, 
previously established, as follows: 


a) Heavy Highway Equipment $ 25,000 
b) Fire Equipment $ 50,000 
c) Bridge Repair/Replacement $ 20,000 
d) Town Building Maintenance $ 10,000 
e) Library Major Maintenance & Repair $ 5,000 
f) Police Cruiser $ 13,000 
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and, furthermore, to withdraw $97,000 of this amount from the Town’s Undesignated Fund 
Balance.” 


Curt Merrick pointed out that this wording was different from what had been printed in the 
2010 Town Report and explained the differences compared to last year. 

A resident asked if the Budget Committee had agreed to have the funds withdrawn from the 
Undesignated Fund Balance. 

Peter Imhoff said this was the first time he had heard about it and did not have a considered 
opinion, but was concerned about what might happen with State cutbacks. 

Rick MacMillan asked why we would be withdrawing the money from the Undesignated Fund 
Balance. 

Curt Merrick explained that according to the Town’s auditors, we appeared to have more 
money in the account than was needed. If we applied some of it to this Warrant Article we 
would still have enough in the account, but the withdrawal would help to reduce our property 
tax rate. 

Rusty Bastedo suggested that the funds be held in escrow until the Budget Committee was able 
to consider it and the Town could decide what to present to the voters. 

Jim Sovik spoke in support of the Article and talked about how the Undesignated Fund 
Balance had been used in the past. 

Bill Raymond clarified some of the facts about the Undesignated Fund Balance and said that 
there was no provision in municipal budgeting to put Town funds in escrow at the Town 
Meeting. 

Bill Goodwin questioned whether the amount of money to be left in the Undesignated Fund 
Balance would be enough if the State funds dried up in some way as discussed earlier in the 
Meeting. 

Rick MacMillan asked why the withdrawal from the fund was not published as part of the 
original Warrant Article. 

Sterling Abram explained that the audit had been recently completed and that we had a 
tentative figure for the Undesignated Fund Balance only about two weeks before Town 
Meeting, which was why the Budget Committee did not have the information. After the 
Selectmen received this information each year, they looked at the balance and decided on the 
right amount of money to hold in the account based in part on advice from the DRA. They felt 
that they were sensible in using the figure that they came up with. We had the money there 
and they felt that we should appropriate it rather than having it sitting in the bank. 


Amendment 1: “Move to remove the last part of Article 16: “and furthermore, to withdraw 
$97,000 of this amount from the Town’s Undesignated Fund Balance.”

Selectman Charlie Champagne thanked Tim Clark for another wonderful job as Moderator. 
This prompted a round of applause. 

There was a motion to adjourn the Meeting and it was seconded.
